HEALTH OF FUTURE 
NATION IS SUBJECT 

Physiological Society to Hear 
Dr. Wells Tonight 



As previously aniiuunccd, tlic oppor- 
tunity will be given lo-uight of hearing 
Dr. Wells at the meeting of the Physio- 
logical Society, in the Biological Build- 
ing at 8.15. "The health of the nation 
in future generations will depend en- 
tirely ujion the mother," is the .subject 
of the .iflrh■f>^ which is to be illustrated 
by lantern slides. The itnporluiicc of 
proper diet, the inj tirions results caused 
by a lark of the anti-scorbutic vitamine, 
the early patlKjIogical changes oecurriuR 
ill tlio tcclh, and otiirr topics of lil.o im- 
portance will be dealt with in the course 
of the lecture. The conclusions of Dr. 
Wells arc all based on evidence which 
he has gathered from a long scries of e.\- 
lirrimcnts. .\s usual. the infornial na- 
ture of the Society's meetings will pro- 
mote questions and discussion. The prob- 
lem of diet and its solution arc matters 
which concern every one, ami. as dis- 
cussed to-night, will he of particular in- 
terest to graduates aufl students of the 
.Medical atid Dental Kaculties. .An 
open invitation is extended to all those 
who arc interested. The meeting is to 
be held in the large lecture theatre of 
the Biological Building at 8.I.Î p.m.

They know that their chances 
for success in whatever work ihey un- 
dertake will be enhanced by a college 
education, so they enter the institiition 
of their choice and into a general cur- 
riculum of study. In the following 
four years they may possibly discover 
their natural place in society, wherein 
they are fortunate; and on the other 
hand they niaj' go through three years 
of study and still be undecided, where- 
in they are not unfortunate. 

The present day so-called general 
curriculunj is not iiKcndcd to fit a man 
into any one particular niche. Ra- 
ther, it gives. him a deal of thcory.-a 
maize of facLs, a smattering of culttjrc, 
and mo3t ■ important of all, the ability 
to tackle" problems in an efficient way. 
It is designed lo graduate broad-mind- 
ed ritizeiis who can assume the re- 
sponsibilities waiting for them. 

."Sooner or later these men will lo- 
cate themselves, ft may be that the 
first job will point out to 'them the 
work they have been looking for; or 
it may take them months. Cut in the 
meantime, Ihey have a basis on which 
,to worjs; thcj' ca;i. choose their life 
work in a more intelligent way than 
the man • who- leaves -high school and 
take the first remunerative job that is 
offered hlm-^perhap? 'to regret it later. 
The. college or university graduate has 
learned at' least' one' th'iiig, that ap- 
plication and conscientiousness are 
necessary if one would earn success.

Voting will lake place on Wednes- 
day, January 10, at R.V.C. from 9 to 5 
o'clock on the (tuestion of ifie forma- 
tion of a society for women sludcuts 
at McGill. All the R.V.C. students arc 
urgently requested lo register their 
vote as it is most important that the 
decision arrived at should be rcprcscn- 
lalivc of the general feeling of the 
women students in .\r[s. 

.At the last luceliiig of Ihc Under- 
graduate Society, in December, sug- 
gestions for the proposed constitution 
of the society \vere made and if the 
decision arrived ,il is in favour of the 
formation of such a society, the fol- 
lowing suggestions will be sent up to 
the Rcprescniaitvc Committee from the 
R.V.C. Uudergradiiales: 

I. — Aleinbei ship; .Ml women stu- 
dents of the University who pav the 
universal fee and that all women stu- 
dents in each school, department and 
licnity represented on the Council shall 
pay this fee. 

If.— Object: To promote the general 
interests of women students. 

III. — Officers: rresidcnt, First and 
Second Vicc-Prcsident5.~:two Secretar- 
ies and a Treasurer. Oite secretary 
shall alteiul to eorrespoiidcncc and the 
other to the recording of minutes and 
notices. 

IV. — Executive Council: (l)Tiie ad- 
ministration of all the business of the 
society sh.nll be invested in the M.\ccu- 
tive Council; (2) It shall be composed 
of (a) the President and Vice-Presi- 
dents of the Society; (b) the Presi- 
dents of the following: .Athletic So- 
ciety, Delta Sigma Society, Sludents' 
Christian Society, Socictc l"ran<;aise; 
(c) Ihe woman editor of the .McGill 
Daily; (d) a representative from each 
of the faculties and departments: Arts, 
Law, Medicine, Dentistry, Pharmacy, 
Giraduates' School, School of Social 
.Science, Music, School of Physical Ed- 
ucation, School of (iraduate Xurscs. 
Each representative shall be a full 
course student in her faculty or de- 
partment. 

— The Exeeuti\e Council shall be 
the only recogiii/Kble luediiini between 
the women students and the Univer- 
sity authorities and the general public. 

4. — It shall control all funds con- 
tributed by tlie general body of stu- 
dents to any undergraduate enterprise 

5. — .All . articles written for the 
"Daily" by women students shall pass 
through the hands of Ihc woman edi- 
tor. I 

6. — It shall act as a court before 
which any student may be called lo 
account for a misdemeanor. 

7. — la) The President and Vice- 
Presidents shall be elected by the stu- 
dent body; lb) The E.vcculivc Council 
shall appoint ihc two secretaries and 
the treasurer from outside the Execu- 
tive; fc) The President shall be elect- 
ed from the representatives of the var- 
ious faculties and departments.

Learned diagnosticians of liuman ills, on the alcit for signs of 
social dccadetice. wring their hands over the fact that women as a 
.rule receive higher gradrs tlian men in school. This, they arc cer- 
tain, signalizes tiic approach of female dominance over men in fields 
of intellectual achievement. 

Psychologists affirm, after close study of scientific data, that 
greater concentration of attention is secured at close quarters than 
further away. Whether the young ladies choose the front seats in 
order to study the instructor's tie or whether they get closer to be 
near at hand to pick up the morsels of wisdom with the least amount 
of effort is a nice qilcstion 'that cannot i)c settled ofïhand. .

And then, what is an A grade to the guilty pleasure of a sweet 
lap in the midst of disctission of international co-operation or geog- 
raphy as a determinant of industrial dislributon?

Do you .think washing dishes and 
hoeing corn just as compatible wi^th 
high thinking as piano playing and 
golf? 

Arc you good for anything yourself? 
Can you be happy alone? 
Can you look on the yorld and see 
anything but dollars and cents? 

Can you look into a mud puddle by 
the wayside and see a clear sky? 

Can you sec anything in the puddle 
but mud? 

Can you look into the sky at night 
and sec beyond the stars? 

Some university students will be 
able to answer "yes" in every instance. 
On the other 'hïnd there are a great 
number of people who never Iteard a 
professor's lecture but who could give 
the same answer to every question. A 
university training is not essential to 
complete happiness. Neither is 5t. an 
essential ito success. 

The professor's questions constitute

Among the exceptional plays of the 
last football season as coinpilcfl liy 
I'arkc II. Davis in tlic New York ller- 
ilij. there is a rather striking nmnbcr of 
iicidcnts where players on small cotloBC 
.^■,uiis have lilMiugiii.shcd Ihcnisclvcs 
;4aiiibt much stronger opponents. Mr. 
Javis has rolleitcd and analyzed stalis- 
ies of the longest nins, longest drop 
>icks and other rare plays. .Among 
)ilirr lliiiiK^. he has found that 10,000 
.'ollcgiaiis took part in this form of sport 

"Tlic first classification of exploits to 
iltract our attention," says Mr. Davis, 
"are those rare plays in which n player 
atchcs an opponent's kick-off and runs 
Kir a touchdown. So rare is this start- 
r\liiig and strrring exploit that out of ap- 
iiroxiniatcly 6000 kick-offs this fall less 
than a score of instances arc to be found 
ill which the ball was caught and run 
I hack for a touchdown." 

Heading this list is a run of 100 yards 
!iy II. Sweeney of Susquehanna. It 
is particularly noteworthy in that it was 
iuadc .igaiiisl a more (Kjwerful team, 
liilgatr. Albright CollcRc is crrditrd 
'with two runs of this kind, one being 
made against the strong Cornell eleven, 
while Norrc Dame hud no less tluiii four 
' runs of this character, two of which 
were made by the same players, Don. 
Miller. Of the •'Bi^ 1 lirce" only Har- 
vard is represented by "Winnie" 
Churchill, who ran 88 yards for a touch- 
down against Florida. 

The longest run of any kind this fall 
was made by George Staten of Ohio 
W'csleyan, who, staiidîng five yards bc- 
iiiiid his own goal prepared to put out of 
'laii^f-r, suddenly changed his mind and 
laci- (bnvii ibr right side, of flic field bc- 
iiiic illic surprised Wittenberg learn 
had realized what had happened. This is 
'lliè longest run since 1912, when lîrc- 
ùurt ran 108 yards, but his performance 
was oil a field 110 yards, in length.

fractured jaw. implored to be allowed to 
!;o back. Once in the game he played 
pirhcdly and brought the ball to Cor- 
ix-ll's ii-yard line. It was fourth down 
.'.ml the c|iiartcrback called for a pass, 
h'akiiig an end run so as lo give his 
ends time to get down the field, he sud- 
denly passed straight down the field to 
Wcriiinioiit who was standing on the 
ijoal line. 

Other exception runs of the year were 
the 9.S-yard riinbacks of an intercepted 
forward pass by I.. C. Randall, of 
(jcorgia,' and the 102-yard d.ish of Clias. 
W. Palmer, oi Xortliwestcm after liav- 
iiig recovered a fumble. 

Of field goal scoring which played so 
proniiiK'iit a part iji winning games this 
tall. Mr. Ua\is has this to say: 

"The most notable novelty in football 
evolutions in recent years has been llic 
growth from season to season of field 
■coal scoring . Not only ' .have iiiorc 
"amcb been won tfiis fall in this manner, 
but more field goals have participated in 
the total of all jwiiits scored and moie 
dcicatcU teams have scored against their 
victors by this method. Similarly there 
hiis never been a foc\hall season in 
which so many long .goals, goals ex- 
i^ding forty-five yards in length, have 
been scored. 

The honor of having drop-kicked the 
longest goal is .shared by Charles M. 
U'l learn 1924S, and Stephen A. Cout- 
cliic, of Illinois, both of whom kicked the 
I'all over iTom llic S2-yard line. 
U' H cam's kick was made against ihe 
strong Carnegie Tech. Team, While 
Coutchic's rlianged what seemed a certain

zatioiis as in favour of the forwarding 
of a resolution lo His Majesty's tiov- 
ernmcnl of the Dominion of Canada re- 
questing : 

"That the Government of the Domin- 
ion of Canada set aside annually a sum 
uf luoiiey sufficient for the purpose of 
i'.wardiiig scliotar.ships to tlic countries 
and in the manner as hereinafter set 
foflh : 

"(D— Twenty-two scholarships lo ho 
awarded to graduates of the universities 
of Canada for the purpose of pursuing 
post-graduate studies at any university 
ill any country eliosen hy the students 
elected to these scholarships. 

"fa)— The distribution of these 
scholarsliips as between universities lo 
be based upon the enrolment of stu- 
dents in the universities of Canada. 
, "(2)— Fifteen scholarships to be 
awarded among ihc members of the 
British Empire excluding Canada, not 
more than two scholarships lo be 
awarded at any one 'time to any one 
British 'Dominion or colony except that 
live be awarded annually to India. 

"(.y) — Sixty- four .scholarships lo he 
awarded on the following basis; South 
America five: China five; Japan five; 
Russia five; Austria three; Czccho-Slo- 
vakia three; Spiiin two; Italy three; 



"When a multitude of .young men, 
keen, open-hearted, sympathetic, and 
observant, as young men are. come to- 
gether and freely mix witli'each other, 
they are sure to learn one from anolh- 
rr. even if there he iioue to leach 
theni: the conversation of all is a series 
of lectures to each, and they gain for 
themselves new ideas and views, fresh 
matter of thought, and distinct prin- 
ciples for judging and acting day by 
day." 

These nurds ol Xewtiiau tollnw an- 
other well known '-eiilrnee in which he 
compares, ou the one hand, the '^uni- 
versity which has no professors and 
no examinations hut brings a number 
of men, together, thus giving them the 
opportunity for the interchange of 
ideas, and. on the other hand, the uni- 
versity which merely teaches and 
grants degrees. Newman prefers the 
former. 

Happily the University of Toronto 
provides not only the lecture-room and 
the labor.ilory hut possesses in Marl 
House the common meeting place 
where men of all faculties and col- 
leges can "come together and freely 
mix with each other." Hart liousc 
seeks not to destroy but to supplenieul 
that most powerful of all innueuc<'s 
in a (.'i'liadian university, loyalty to 
college or faculty. In the crowded 
hour.s of midday and the late after- 
noon its corridors are thronged with 
studenis, and in Common Room, Hall 
or <iyiiiuasiuni men of dilTereul years, 
different interests, and ilestiiied for 
differcnl careers h.-nc Oie ch.iiue lo 
meet. I'he committees, which bring 
some eighty men into close tmich w iib 
the management of the various activ- 
ities of the House, draw- their members 
indiscriniiuatcly from all faculties. 

■J'hesi- things, however, shoidd he. 
and probably arc. inovided hy any 
well administered uiidergraduale club. 
The iicciiliar significance of Hart 
House is that it aims to do much more 
than this. Besides the amenities of an 
excellent I'lub. besides ihc op]Hirliinily 
for the exercise of almost every form 
of indoor sport, ils founders conceiv- 
ed the idea of making provision for all 
those elements in a student's life which 
might in the broadest sense of the 
word he called spiritual — books, music, 
drama, painting, religion itself. To 
c;irry out such a plan needed both vis- 
ion anil generosity. That neither were 
lacking is shown by the building as it 
stands today, certainly uncquallcd in 

Bulgaria two; Roumania two; Turkey 
two; Greece two; Portugal one; Fmitcc 
five; Germany live; Holland three; Den- 
mark- three; Norway and Sweden four; 
Einland two; I'okind two." 

The second clause of the resolution 
deals in detail with the final conditions 
of the scholarsliips. The scholarships 
arc to be awarded for a period of two 
years, with a value of $1,500, plus trans- 
portation to and from the country to 
wliiel) the scholarship is awarded. 

The third clause defines the conditions 
of eligibility for a scholarship. The 
students eligible will have to he gradu- 
ates of some recognized miivcrsity, 
which grants degrees of the same stand- 
ard as those of recognized Canadian uni- 
versities and must not be over 21 years 
of age. 

The nexl clau.se provided for the ap- 
pointment of a hoard for the purpose of 
allocating the .schoIarshii>s to the differ- 
ent countries and with the power to de- 
cide which university in Canada ibe stu- 
dents elected lo the scholarships shall at- 
tend. This will be decided according to 
the conr.se desired .and the academic 
st.indiiig of the student. 

The fifth and final clause proposes to 
grant exemption from the usual hc3d tax 
lo students coming to Canada under 
these seholar.ships from China. 



Canada, probably unsurpassed on the 
North' .-Nmeriean Continent. It is al- 
most impossible to gauge llu' influence 
which Hart I louse is already exercis 
ing oil the men who use it d.iy l'> 
day; nor is any great flight of iinagina- 
fion necessary in order to foresee the 
immense conlriliution il must make, in 
succeeding generations, to the life of 
the University as a whole. 

There are day.s when the variety of 
its activities are bewiltlering in tlnir 
appeal. .A visitor would, indeed, be ol 
sluggish imagination did he not find 
iiispiratiini in merely walkln;; lunnd 
the 1 lousr between the hours ol live 
and ~eveil in the evening, l.ct him 
pass from the .Athlclic Wing, every 
part of which — boxing, fencing, and 
wrcslling rooms, gymnasia and Swiiii- 
■.uiiig pool— are full of hralthy. ener- 
getic, struggling biiniaiiily, In the 
theaire below the ijuadrangle where, 
under the supervision of the diriclo". 
some thirty or forty people are re- 
hearsing for a lireek pl.iy— sludciils 
(many of ihemt in the ci-t and stu- 
dents .11 the sw ilcb-lioaiil, ,ill aiiia- 
tenr-, giving llie-r -ei vie, , In icrw.ird 
the iuleresls oi drama in the L'niver- 
sily, but i)roducing work which is any- 
thing hut that of an amateur cither in 
actiiig"or''Stagiug. Passing out hy the 
Wardrobe room door, let the visitor 
make bis way lo the Sketch t'liil' 
rooms and here he will liiid prepara- 
tions being made for a lecture on the 
history of art by a well known art 
critic from our own city. Lei bini re 
gain the corridor which runs lb'' 
big coiiinviii rooms and gl.nn e inin 
ihc chapel when, it may be, there are 
;j handful of men who have I bought (t 
worth V. i..;u to withdraw for a short 
lime from the press of daily affairs 
Lei him mount still higher and (Kissing 
the Library, where every chair is oc- 
cupied ;ind silrnec reigns, conic lo tin 
.Miisic Kooui. Here is an Hudienci 
coininisiiig iiieii of all fiicullies and 
years, gathered to hear a pfogramnn: 
of music, performed by sonic well 
known miisiciaus of the city, who 
come as irieuds. receiving no fee. and 
come willingly, because they have the 
vision to see they arc sowing seed iii 
a fruitful .soil. .As he passes out of 
the building, let. him. look into the 
Great Hall where men . arc gathering 
for their evening meal in surroundings 
as beautiful and dignified as those oi 
any of the ancient nniycrsitics. 

Truly a noble House, worthy of the 
great University, of which itlfoniis so 
importanl a part. 

A university is primarily "a place of 
the mind" and Hart House by pro- 
viding "the true education that is to 
be found in good fellowship, in friend- 
ly dispniatioii and debate " makes val 
uahlc contribution to this the most' im 
portant side of University life. But 
this is not all. To those who know 
how 'to profit by it, 1-lart House gives 
lo all students, no matter of what fac- 
ulty, the opportunity to develop the 
body and lo learn somclhing, though 
it be only the rudiments, of Art. It 
has done much 'to make the University 
of Toronto "a good place in which to 
live as well as in which to study." 

If it is true lo llie ideals which il; 
founders had in mind when they caus- 
ed it -10 be planned and to be built 
Hart House "will give birth to a living 
leaching, which in course of time will 
take 'the shape ol a self-perpetualing 
tradition or a genius loci as it is some- 
limes called; x'.hich haiinls the home 
where it has been bom and which im- 
bues and forms, more or less, and one 
by one, every individual who is 
brought under its shadow." — .1. B 
Bickcrsteth in U. of T. Monthly.

into contact arc unusually iulelligenl. and 
when Ihc saturation point is reached it 
will he up to us university people in the 
district to have reiidy a new and higher 



class of .degrees, which will cuntain real 
intcllcctuai work enough to satisfy ili'- 
em'glilened demand of the students.

\\\\\\ . Liiidi'r llicse enndiliiii'x. the lie.t 
Ib.'it can be done is to lake iil'f five or 
six years instead of ihree or four, for 
Ihe college course and even then Ihc re 
suit cannot he compared with a shmlei 
periiid of inidi\ided .ilUiilimi. ( lielieve 
every lui> and uiil wlm iiussib.v cm 
should lia\c liis endcge period fre>- fmin 
psychoogically irrelevant dislraelions." —
